Joseph Krai, town collector of 
Cicero, charged the municipality

Hickory ave., Rowles ships these 
items to construction firms and 
other buyers across the 48 states 
and in many foreign countries.

were new ones and the remaind- 
| er refills. The uses for which 
they were prescribed are: anti-

hvpnotics, anti-spasmodics, anal­ 
gesics, cough preparations, der- 
matolgics, anti-arthritics, cardio-1 
vascular, h em atites and m eta-1 
holies. 
The m ajor ingredients in these

t biturates, 
antihistamines, 
tran­ 
quilizers, 
narcotics.

THE NEW blue book of the 
drug industry' of April 15. 1957, j 
lists 172.340 products, including 
43,478 changes from Nov. I, 1956, i 
Mr. Keefer said.

| search is going on constantly at 
increasing tempo. Some compan- 
ies are spending more than 30 
: per cent of their gross profit on 
! research. 
“ In research the seed of an i 
I idea always takes root in a single 


i mind.” 
Keefer said. 
“But 
it 
takes a team of chemists, physi- 
i cists, bacteriologists, pharm acol­ 
ogists, clinicians, production en­ 
gineers and others to bring this 
idea to fruit.” 
* * • 
HE QUOTED one m anufactur­ 
er as saying “IO years ago only 
12 per cent of our employees 
were in research. Today 19 per 
cent is the figure. During the 
same period our research payroll 
has risen from 14 to 20 per cent. 
Ten years ago 12 per cent of our 
fixed assets were used for re­ 
search purposes. Today 35 per 
cent of fixed assets are devoted 
entirely to research.” 
Research is a big gamble an­ 
other large company declared. 
Chances of coming up with a suc­ 
cessful new drug are about one 
to 300. Refraining from research 
would be no* gamble at all, be­ 
cause “we would be out of busi­ 
ness overnight.”

Move your 
portable brooder house periodi­ 
cally so that grass range is avail­ 
able and parasites in the soil can 
be kept at a m inim um . Avoid us­ 
ing low- land, because wet range 
offers protection to disease or­ 
ganism s.

Apples and Fears 
F in 
blight is a bacterial dis­ 
ease that m ainly attacks apples, 
crabapples and pear trees. It is 
first noticed in the spring when 
the blossoms start to turn brown 
and die. It m ay also infect the 
young leaves and twigs during 
the month of May, June and July. 
Once fire blight hits the blos­ 
soms, twigs or leaves, it spreads 
through the com bium layer be­ 
tween the bark and wood, killing 
the limb and turning the leaves 
dark brown as it moves. Such 
infections m ay invade from 
6 
inches to 4 feet of a branch. 
Streptom ycin, an a n t i b i otic, 
when applied at a dosage of 75 
to IOO parts per million is the 
most effective method for con­ 
trolling fire blight. It should be 
applied first when 5 to IO per 
cent of the blossoms have open­ 
ed and repeated every 7 days.

Dear Peg: 
I’ve been enjoying my new painting lessons, 
begun in January at the Winnetka Community 
House, so much — I’m sure that there are few 
activities so completely absorbing! 
Although it’s quite a jaunt from our home, 
it’s traveling time well spent to receive instruc­ 
tion from our teacher, Harry Mintz, one of 
Chicago’s finest artists. 
Besides learning the fundamentals of art and 
trying to develop whatever talent you may have 
in that field, you begin to understand, through 
instruction and conversation with teacher and 
students, a little of what art today is all about. 
More specifically, you begin to understand 
what it is that contemporary artists are trying 
to say or to make you feel and also why it is 
that some paintings seem to possess no com­ 
prehendible message or feeling at all. 
With this new knowledge (meager though it 
may be after only 2 years of instruction) and 
having studied work in many juried and non- 
juried art show's, I have reached the conclusion 
that we are stalled in a state of abstract- 
e.xperimentation in which good and bad exist 
side by side — each with a blue ribbon! 
Charlotte Levin, writing for the Art League 
News in an article entitled “Tyl Kulenspiegel’s 
Modern Pranks,” has some pointed remarks on 
this subject, that I hope will reach the attention 
of some future judges of art shows. 
The writer likens much of the trickery in 
modern art to the prank of Tyl Eulenspiegel who 
w'as contracted to paint a mural for one of the 
fine lords living long ago in the German 
countryside. He worked for days on the mural 
behind closed doors, with no one watching him, 
and for days, lived richly from the money 
collected to pay for his supplies. 
The people all knew, because Tyl told them, 
that the [mint he used had a magical quality 


which made it visible to only those of perfect 
honesty. So, on the day of the unveiling all 
the people who came to view it “oohed” and 
"aahed” at the masterpiece while staring at a 
blank wall. 
"Today too many people who have training 
and intelligence to know better are afraid to 
speak up and say that the pictures just aren’t 
there. They can see nothing in these pictures, 
and the type of sculpture which accompanies 
them — because there is nothing to be seen. A 
cloak of abstraction and non-objectiveism is used 
to hide the bare bones of no talent, no taste, no 
skill, but a great deal of nerve. The people-who- 
should-know-better, however, have been led to 
believe that if they can’t appreciate this stuff 
they are hopelessly out of date, not in the know, 
and hidebound conservatives.” 


Critic Levin goes on to say, "hor myself, I 
like a [tainting or piece of sculpture W'hich is 
original in concept or execution, preferably 
both. 
It must be executed with talent and 
skill, 
ami 
should be comprehensible within 
itself . . . I like all kinds of paintings and 
sculpture realistic,* abstract, completely non­ 
objective. But, I think we have to set up some 
criteria for ourselves — a work or art needs to 
have 
good color, 
good 
composition, 
skillful 
technique at least. 
"A painter should have to do better than 
hang something that looks as if he stretched and 
framed his rag for wiping his brushes, to 
command our respect . . . Artists never should 
be limited either to realism or to abstractionism. 
The museums and galleries should develop a 
more embracing taste — but taste needs to be 
developed, and not an insipid acceptance of 
anything, just so it is in line with the trend.”

Charges Of ‘Tyranny’ Face Civil Rights BUI 
Is Integration That Important?

Should the North force integration upon the South ? 
Can the colored people, if given an opportunity to 
prove their worthiness, be considered on a par with 
other citizens of the United States as they are in the 
Virgin Islands and Hawaii? 
Together with other editors who recently visited 
the Virgin Islands, we en-

joyed the company of Dr. 
Powell, 
Negro publisher 
of the Amsterdam News 
in New York City. 
He 
was accepted by the edi­ 
tors as a fellow journalist. He 
also attended the recent cere­ 
mony creating the new African 
nation of Ghana. 
WE WERE 
a bit shocked 
when the Washington Star re­ 
ported that he has been re­ 
quested to return an invitation 
to dinner to be held in Rich­ 
mond next month honoring im­ 
portant Virginians during the 
350th 
anniversary 
celebration 
of the first English settlement 


in America. Powell was born in 
Virginia and his name appears 
in “Who’s Who.” 
In the Virgin Islands, a Ne­ 
gro is accepted as the equal 
of any white person. On or­ 
der of the Danish govern­ 
ment years ago, the word 
“Negro” never appears in a 
newspaper story. They are 
treated as equals and their 
attitude is a lot different than 
that 
found 
among Chicago 
area whites. 
While in Charlotte Amalie, 
we asked an Episcopal rector 
why Negroes in the Virgin Is­ 
lands are so different than col­ 
ored folk around Chicago. 
HIS REPLY: “Our Negroes 
have had generations of living 


a normal life and being ac­ 
cepted as human beings. Fail­ 
ure of the people of the United 
States to provide such living 
conditions m ay explain the rea­ 
son desegregation is being so 
troublesome.” 
• On our way home from the 
Caribbean, we visited both 
Washington, D. C., and Rich­ 
mond. The editorial opinions 
expressed in newspapers in 
both cities on civil rights bill 
now before Congress will be 
interesting to readers here. 
There is less than IOO miles 
between the 2 cities — yet 
there is great divergence of 
opinion on such an important 
subject. 
It is within those miles that 
the 
southern 
and 
northern 
armies faced each other for 
3 years of the Civil War. The 
residents — nearly a century 
after Lincoln freed the slaves 
— still do not agree on the 
status of the Negro. 
THE RICHMOND, Va., News 
Leader called the pending civil 
rights bill a “Weapon for Tyr­ 
anny.” 
The 
editorial 
declared 
in 
part; “Parts HI and IV of the 


bill which 
applies to voting 
rights only, form the most vi­ 
cious legislative weapon ever 
devised for the support of judi­ 
cial tyranny. In place of gov­ 
ernment by law, in, which state 
powers are preserved and in­ 
dividual 
rights 
are jealously 
protected, 
t h e s e 
provisions 
would substitute government by 
injunction — 
government 
by 
the uncheckable whim of Fed­ 
eral judges...those of us in the 
South have suffered most griev­ 
ously from the Supreme Court’s 
rape of the Constitution. 
“The effect of one section 
of the bill would place the 
powers of a tyrant into the 
h a n d s of 
every 
Federal 
judge;...in fighting this sinis­ 
ter bill, Southerners are not 
speaking for their own region 
alone; they are struggling to 
defend the whole fabric of 
Union from forces that would 
destroy it.” 
THE WASHINGTON Post ed­ 
itorial defended the bill, but 
said “ By no means are all 
fears of Federal intervention 
groundless of jaundice; and the 
views of persons who are sin­ 
cerely apprehensive of this ex­ 


tension 
of Federal 
authority 
are entitled to thoughtful con­ 
sideration. The significance of 
the 
proposed 
amendment 
is 
that it would perm it the Attor­ 
ney General to intervene in the 
name of the United States to 
protect voting rights — in other 
words, to carry out the 14th 
and 15th amendments. 
“News reports 
last 
week 
predict 
that 
Congress 
will 
sidestep the ' issue and the 
civil rights bill not be passed 
this session.” 
An editorial in a recent,issue 
of the Saturday Evening Post 
under the heading, 
“ Integra­ 
tion isn’t an earth-s h a k i n g 
problem with our youth,” read 
in part: 
“Different 
sections 
of 
the 
country have different circum­ 
stances, traditions, and points 
of view, but if grownups would 
just leave the kids alone, there 
would be an amazing amount 
of easy, unforced, ‘natural in­

doubled their bonding 
power. 
The plan has backfired now because of 
fresh population pouring into the suburbs. They 
need more schoolrooms and many of the school 
districts have exhausted their bonding powrer 
providing them. Only those districts that have 
gained, along with their new’ people, new in­ 
dustries to pay substantial taxes, are able to 
pay their way. 
To meet this situation tem|»orariIy, some 
legislators are advocating a scheme under 
which the state would build school houses 


and the districts would rent them. 
The long-range answer to the dilemma is 
something else again. 
Many members of the 
legislative School Problems commission and ed­ 
ucators. too, believe the only sound solution in 
the end will be the creation of an authority 
similar to the Sanitary District. This authority 
would cover only the suburban area, exclusive 
of Chicago. It w’ould have the power to levy 
a tax on the whole area for school purposes. 
Tax money would be distributed on an equit­ 
able basis. 
Local boards of education would 
retain their present autonomy. 
That would work if the people can Im* 
persuaded to accept the new authority. 
A 
good many powerful influences will work 
against it. 
In any case, the Legislature should under­ 
take at this session to find some practical way 
to finance the suburban schools adequately in 
the future as well as now'. 
The suburbs will 
continue to grow for many years. They must 
be able to educate their children.

column, but raising an addi­ 
tional $40 million a year can 
be done without a great deal 
of difficulty and without an in­ 
crease in the sales tax. 
Principally, it would involve 


3 things: I) Sensible economies 
in some of our state govern­ 
ment operation; 
2) 
A wiser 
investment of state funds now 
on hand so as to increase the 
amount of interest they 
pro­ 
duce; 3) A slight increase in 
some of our luxury taxes and 
coverage of the sale of some 
products not now covered by 
our sales tax. 
Instead 
of 
increasing our 
debt as the Governor pro­ 
poses, 
the head-on meeting 
of the problem would mean 
that in future years there 
would be more money avail­ 
able to meet the even great­ 
er demands at these, same 
institutions. 
If we fail to meet our prob­ 
lems in a sound way, it can 
mean only one thing: In the 
years to come there will be 
more and more bond issues and 
more and more money sense­ 
lessly wasted on interest.
